Poor Directors Win Their Case. 
The board of poor directors of Adams 


county have won a decision in the Super- 
ior Court of the State in tbe case brought 
by R. H. Lupp, of Biglerville, to recover 
$92 50 for Pasteur treatment given his 
daughter several years ago. On Decem- 
ber 23,1912, the young lady was bitten by 
a cat which was found to be suffering from 
rabiet. In order to use every precaution, 
Mr Lupp took her to the institute at Ma 
rietta where she underwent the usual 
course of treatment. • Before be started, 
however, he failed to make application to 
the poor directors to bear the necessary 
financial outlay and it wtis in part on this 
failure that the board is now relieved from 
the necessity of paying tbe bill. They 
contended that application made subse- 
quent to going to the institute did not 
compel payment, while counsel for Mr. 
Lnpp claimed that the Act of 1907 provid- 
ed that the county pay such expense not- 
withstanding the time of making the 
claim. Several other technicalities enter- 
ed into the argument and in the Orphans' 
Court of this county Mr. Lnpp was sus- 
tained. 
An appeal was taken by the poor 


directors and a decision was handed down 
reversing the lower court and giving judg- 
ment in favor of the directors.

SHOW PAST IN ITS TRUTH 


Buildings Which Have Survived Ara 


the Most Valuable Historical Rec- 


ords the World Has. 


It has been flaid that history wart the 


written order of thlngu. 
No doubt 


what bad bf-en written was of enor- 
mous value, but It was not all, and oven 
where we bad a literature of the past 
It wan la Borne cases not tho greater 
part of what conveyed the past to us, 
said Prof. VIIndent Petrle, in London, 
the Philadelphia Public Ledger states. 
Where should we bo in the under- 
standing of the ancient Greeks if there 
were no statuary and no sculpture? 
How could we understand their mag- 
nificent sense of accuracy, precision 
and refinement if there were no archi- 
tecture to study? 
Many years ago, 


with regard to the great question of 
the restoration of the Parthenon, the 
objection was made that no person 
could ever get to know precisely how 
the columns were put together. 


Professor Petrle thought it was only 


a question of measurements, and he 
bought a lathe in Athens and did Home 
careful measurements. To his intense 
surprise he found he could not detect 
the errors. 
There were none. He 


thought he was going to deal with 
tenths of an inch, but he found he had 
to deal with hundredths. How the 
Greeks did it, he did not understand. 
He could not comprehend the physical 
means of doing it on that scale. That 
was only an instance of how much a 
building could teach them. Who could 
appreciate the accuracy, the sense of 
| perfection and the sense of beauty, if 


we had not these material Remains? 


Then, if they looked a little later, 


let them consider how miserable was 
the greater part of the histories of the 
emperors. What did they understand 
of Rome? They understood the Coli- 
seum — the majesty of it and' the 
cruelty of it—they could understand 
the magnificent temples, the great 
architecture, and they could see from 
that what Rome was far better than 
by reading all the imperial historians. 
And if they looked a little later what 
was there in the whole writings of the 
thirteenth century which gave them 
such a perfect picture of the medieval 
mind as Salisbury cathedral? 


He ventured to give these as illus- 


trations of the value of the material 
civilization side by side with the civi- 
lization of the people, because he' 
thought they would enable them to 
grasp perhaps more clearly how much 
they could ascertain and feel and know 
about the civilization of which they 
had material remains. They enabled 
them to understand the feelings, senti- 
ments and ideals of those bygone men 
from their literature. The question, of 
material evidence might seem a dead 
and dull thing, but he ventured to 
think they were as much a key to the 
mental designs and powers as any 
other form of expression.

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Relics Believed to Be Pre-Etruscan 


Recently Unearthed Near the 


City of Rome. 


Relics said to date to the pre-Etrus- 


can civilization of nine centuries be- 
fore Christ have been discovered in 
the heart of the Campagna, 15 miles 
to the north of Rome and not far from 
the interesting remains of the great 
Etruscan city of Veil, which was taken 
by Camillus in 396 B. C. 


The unearthed relics consist of a 


number of tcrabs in which bodies "were 
evidently buried extended at 
full 


length, although in consequence of 
their extreme antiquity all traces of 
the skeletons even have disappeared. 


Beside each grave a smaller recep- 


tacle was dug out to hold the vases 
which were always buried with the 
dead, and which in this case are made 
in simple shapes of earthenware of a 
dull black color with traces of a 
slight linear decoration. 


Where the bodies must have lain 


various objects have been discovered 
in bronze, iron rind copper, with some 
gold ornaments made of thin sheets of 
the metal in a very pure state, beaten 
out into raised patterns of lines, knobs 
and sometimes rudimentary masks. It 
is thought that all these must have 
been 
imported treasures, as 
they 


woultf have been beyond the compe- 
tence of a people, who could only 
nehlevR the rough pottery which ac- 
companied them.

Ball Ran, a cigmr manufacturing village 


lying along the Susquehanna River, south 
of Wrightaville, WM swept by a flood on 
Wednesday night from the tiny stream 
which Rives the hamlet ito name, when 
a cloudbutttt visited the section. More 
than 20 houses were swept from their 
foundations—some of them carried out 
into the river. Residents fled to higher 
ground or to the upper stories of more 
substantial dwellings The crops were 
washed out of hundreds of acres of tobac- 
co and corn fields. Other streams in York 
county were flooded by the unprece 
dented series of storms. The Big Cone 
wago did much damage by washing fields 
and roads. Farmers have given up hope 
of saving much grain. It was cut, ready 
for storing, when the rains bugau, has had 
no opportunity to dry and is now rotting 
in the fields. A house and barn of E. G. 
Keller, at Phoenixville, a short distance 
north-east of York, were struck by light- 
ning nnd badly shattered, though not set 
afire. 


On the Dissinger farm, near Wrights- 


ville, lightning killed a mule and stunned 
a horse, while on the farm of Robt. March, 
near Manchester, a cow and a steer were 
killed. Chester Gross, seated on his 
porch at Manchester, was stunned by a 
bolt, but not seriously injured. 


Cutting into a lump which had formed 


in the shoulder of Joseph Ringer, of near 
Hagerstown, physicians were surprised 
to find a fully developed 17-year locust. 
Ringer says he was stung by a locust in 
1880, while clearing land. The pam was 
so great that he was rendered uncon- 
scious. In time, however, it disappeared, 
and he thought no more of it until a 
lump appeared on his shoulder in 1897. 
He was compelled to stop work on ac- 
count of pain, which, however, respond 
ed to treatment, and after several weeks 
the formation disappeared entirely, and 
he was not troubled with it again until 
recently, when the swelling reappeared, 
forming a lump as large as a hen's egg. 
Ringer sought physicians, who applied 
hot poultices.

Fireof unknown origin about 11 o'clock 


on Saturday evening in the ITKM olllce on 
the second floor of the large Livingston 
Building on Center Square caused a lorn 
of nearly ,$1000, and created a great 
amount of excitement before it wae got 
under control by the firemen. 


The dre started in a corner in the rear 


of the printing office in which was stored 
heavy wrapping paper, empty boxes and 
Borne waste paper, Juut what caused the 
fire, it is impossible to state, tho it is sup- 
posed that ignition was effected by a 
mouse chewing a match head in the waste 
material. 


The fire wae discovered about 10:45 o'- 


clock by Clair Coleatock, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. M. G. Colestock, of Lincoln Way,

Another flag is that which Crom- 


well's soldiers are reputed to have 
Been when fighting the Kernes, a red 
cross upon a golden ground. Opinion* 
as to whether such was ever a na- 
tional emblem or not are divided, 
many people believing it to have been, 
the arms of an insurgent commander. 


The three golden crowns upon a, 


blue ground is another emblem which, 
has not been overlooked. The design 
appears today In the arms of Mun- 
Bter, and the three crowns are said 
to typify the triple kingdoms of Dres- 
mond, Thomond and Ormond. Any- 
way, this flag was the emblem of Ire- 
land from 1170 to 1547, when Henry 
VIII of England substituted the harp 
for the three crowns, the reason be- 
ing that Henry was anxious that the 
three crowns should not be confused 
with the triple tiara of the pope, with 
whom, at this juncture, Henry was 
not on the best of terms. 


Thus it comes about that the harp, 


which is deemed as typically Irish, . 
was Imposed upon Ireland by an Eng- 
lish king; but had not the United 
Irishmen, although they decrowned 
the harp in 1798, adopted it as their 
emblem, and Grattan's parliament 
recognized the harp, although they 
did not like the green ground, it is 
hardly likely .that the average Irish- 
man today would regard it as other 
than an upstart burgee. 


Still another national device to be

Eirinn," the Red Hand of Ireland, 
which, upon a white ground, was 
borne by Shane and Hugh O'Neill's 
armies that defeated Queen Eliza- 
beth's generals.

SECTION 1. Be it enacted and ordain- 


ed by the Burgess and Town Council of 
the Borough of New Oxford, Adamp 
County, Pennsylvania, and it is hereby

ARMY WORM 


IN 30 COUNTIES 


Army worms have invaded tuirtj 


counties in Pennsylvania and are fie 
stroying thousands of doddals wortb 
of crops, according to officials at the 
department of gariculture at Harris 
burg. 
Farmers in all of the infested coun- 


ties are sending frantic appeals to 
the department for quick methods of 
killing them. 
The pests are also raising havoc 


•wkh crops and lawns in south Jer 
sey. In Woodbury thousands of the 
wrigglers took possession of a resi 
dence, causing the family to abandon 
the place until the worms were exter 
minated. 
Harry Gehman, Philadelphia's act- 


ing city forester, opened a campaign 
ol extermination. He set a squad of 
men at work in the vicinity of the 
Northeast boulevard and Ninth street, 
spraying the worfs with a solution of 
arsenate of lead. 
The 
worms "marched" 
rapidly 


through the Germantown district, de 
vastating lawns and gardens. Resi 
dents attacked the pests with arse 
nate of lead, kerosene and gasoline 
Arsenate of lead was sprinkled freely 
on the lawns and the grass was cut 
Short in an effort to check the advance 
of the worms. 


Herman Hornig, city entomologist 


offered the comforting assurance ft 11 
the worms would soon disappear. HP 
said they were full grown and that I~< 
a few days they would begin to re 
enter the earth. 


v According to reports from upstate 


millions of army worms liave invade J 
the Wyoming valley and are doinc 
much damage to lawns, trees, shrub 
bery, flowers and crops. Hundreds of 
lawns in Wilkes-Barre were destroved 
Property owners have appealed to the 
city officials for aid in fighting the 
pests. C. L. Seybold, superintendent 
of parks, has taken charge of the 
fight against the invaders. 


Farmers in York county are suffer 


ing. from an invasion of the worms 
MaJy acres of crops have been strip 
"ped "and the farmers are bending ev 
ery effort to drive out the destroyers 
The worms reached York a week age 
and laid waste lawns, shrubbery and 
gardens. Paris green, wheat bran and 
orange juice are being used by resi 
dents of York to destroy the pests. 


From Williamsport comes the re 


port that the army worm has appear 
«d in great numbers 
in 
norther" 


Pennsylvania. Fearing that grain and 
vegetable crops will be ruined, the 
-farmers 
are 
making a determined 


fight against the invaders. 


Deep furrows have been 
plowed 


around fields by some of the farmers 
In Gloucester county, N. J., according 
to a dispatch from Barnesboro. The 
•worms fall into the trenches by the 
thousands, and a heavy log is dragged 
by a horse through the furrows twice 
a day to crush the invaders. 


The ravages of the army worm con 


tinued in Woodbury. N. J. Large quan 
tlties of paris green are being sprin 
kied on lawns and shrubbery. A num 
ber of pAple have turned their chick 
ens loose in yards where the worms 
appeared. A few made the mistake ol 
doing this after the spraying of the 
poison and lost both lawn and then 
chickens.

first consumed his lawn and then they

He could not comprehend the physical 
means of doing it on that scale. That 
was only an instanco of how much a 
building could teach them. Who could 
appreciate the accuracy, tho sense of 
perfection and the sense of beauty, if 
we had not these material remains? 


Then, if they looked a little later, 
let them consider how miserable was 
the greater part of the histories of tho 
emperors. What did they understand 
of Rome? They understood the Coli­ 
seum — the majesty of it and' tho 
cruelty of it—they could understand 
the magnificent temples, the great 
architecture, and they could see% from 
that what Rome was far better than 
by reading all tho imperial historians. 
And if they looked a little later what 
was there in the whole writings of the 
thirteenth century which gave them 
such a perfect picture of the medieval 
mind as Salisbury cathedral? 


He ventured to give these as illus­ 
trations of the value of the material 
civilization side by side with the civi­ 
lization of the people, because h4 
thought they would enable them to 
grasp perhaps more clearly how much 
they could ascertain and feel and know 
about the civilization of which they 
had material remains. They enabled 
them to understand the feelings, senti­ 
ments and ideals of those bygone men 
from their literature. The question, of 
material evidence might seem a dead 
and dull thing, but he ventured to 
think they were as much a key to the 
mental designs and powers as any 
other form of expression.

Harp, Deemed by Meet People ae Typ> 
leally Irish, Wss Really Imposed 
Upert the Country by an 
4 
English King« 


What flag shall Ireland flyf 
Thts 
Is a question that is sgaln being dis­ 
cussed, writes a London correspond­ 
ent of the New York Sun. 


Probably no country has had mor# 
national flags than Ireland, so that of 
old-time flags range of choice Is by no 
means restricted. The most ancient, 
without doubt, Is the “Spear and Ber- 
pent,*1 said to commemorate the cui* 
Ing by Moses of an ancestor of Mile- 
elus who had been bitten by a snake» 
Then there Is the golden sunburst 
upon a blue ground, emblem of Fiona 
MacCumhall’s Fenian (militia), Blue 
was always Ireland's national color 
until 1708, when the United Irishmen, 
to signify the blending T>f .north and 
south evolved a national color of tha 
blue formed by the amalgamation of 
blue and orange—namely, green. 


Another flag is that which Crom- 
well's soldiers are reputed to hava 
seen when fighting the Kernes, a red 
cross upon a golden ground. Opinions 
as to whether Buch was ever a na­ 
tional emblem or not are divided» 
many people believing it to have been 
the arms of an insurgent commander. 


The three golden crowns upon a 
blue ground is another emblem which, 
has not been overlooked. The design 
appears today in tho arms of Mun­ 
ster, and the three crowns are said 
to typify the triple kingdoms of Dres- 
mond, Thomond and Ormond. Any» 
way, this flag was the emblem of Ire­ 
land from 1170 to 1547, when Henry 
VIII of England substituted the harp 
for the three crowns, the reason be­ 
ing that Henry was anxious that th» 
three crowns should not be confused 
with the triple tiara of the pope, with 
whom, at this juncture, Henry waa 
not on the best of terms. 


Thus it comes about that the harp, 


: which is deemed as typically Irish, 
was imposed upon Ireland by an Eng* 
lish king; but had not the United 
Irishmen, although they decrowned 
the harp in 1798, adopted it as their 
emblem, and 
Grattan's 
parliament 
recognized the harp, although they 
did not like the green ground, it is 
hardly likely that the average Irish­ 
man today would regard it as other 
than an upstart burgee. 


Still another national device to be 
considered 
is 
the 
“Lamh 
Dearg 
Elrlnn,” the Red Hand of Ireland, 
which, upon a white ground, was 
borne by Shane and Hugh O'Neiirs 
armies that defeated Queen Eliza* 
beth's generals. 


The early hours of the nineteenth 
century saw Ireland inflicted with th* 
S t Patrick's Cross, a red satire upon 
a white ground. 
What St. Patrick 
had to do with it nobody can say, but 
some emblem or the other had got 
to be Incorporated in the British flag 
upon the passing of the act of union, 
and so the heralds did the rest. 
Wherever they got the red satire from 
it 
is 
not 
known, 
but 
there 
is 
reason to believe that it was bor» 
rowed from the arms of Trinity col« 
lege, Dublin, which had in turn bor*’ 
rowed it from the Fitzgerald family. 


In 
all 
probability 
Ireland 
will 
%Jopt 
the sunburst upon 
a blue 
ground, the chief reason being its an­ 
tiquity, its distinctly Irish origin, and 
Its symbolism of Ireland rising to 
take her proper place among the na> 
tions. 


But come what may, the ground 
of the new flag is going to be blue. 
The Sinn Pelners are resolved upon 
that, and that the flag's material shall 
not be silk or cotton, but good Irish 
linen.

Be it enacted and ordain­ 
ed by the Burgess and Town Council of 
the Borough of New Oxford, Adams 
County, Pennsylvania, and it is hereby 
enacted and ordained by the authority of 
the same that permission lie and is here­ 
by granted unto the Hanover Sc McSher- 
rystown Street Hailway Company, its suc­ 
cessors and assigns, to construct, operate 
and maintain a line of street railway, in­ 
cluding the necessary and proper poles, 
wires fixtures and appliances, with con 
venient turnouts, switches and sidings 
within the limits of the Borough of New 
Oxford, Adams County, Pennsylvania, 
upon, over and along the following de 
scribed routes, to-wit 


(a) Beginning at a point in the South­ 
ern bounaary line of trie Borough of New 
Oxford, approximately eight hundred 
(800) feet \\ egt of Hanover Street in said 
borough; extending thence in a North­ 
wardly direction over and upon private 
property of Benjamin Eicholtz ana others 
ana over and across the tracks and right 
of way of the Baltimore and Harrisburg 
Railway Company by an overhead cross- 


across High Street to Bolton Street in said 
borough; thence upon, over and along 
Bolten Street to Pitt Street 


(b) Beginning at a point in Pitt Street

Army worms have luvaded thirty 
oouaties la Pennsylvania and are do 
•troyln* thousand* of doddala worth 
of crops, according to officials at the 
department of gariculture at Harris- 
' bar*. 


Farmen In all of the infested coun­ 
ties are sending frantic appeals to 
the department for quick methods of 
killing them. 


The pests are also raising havoc 
wkh crops and lawns in south Jer 
eey. In Woodbury thousands of the 
wrigglers took possession of a resi* 
4tnce, causing the family to abandon 
the place until the worms were exter 
minated. 


Harry Gehman, Philadelphia’s act 
Inf city forester, opened a campaign 
of extermination. He set a squad of 
men at work in the vicinity of the 
Northeast boulevard and Ninth street, 
•praying the worfs with a solution of 
arsenate of lead. 


The 
worms 
"marched” 
rapidly 
through the Germantown district, de 
vastating lawns and gardens. 
Resi 
dents attacked the pests with arse­ 
nate of lead, kerosene and gasoline 
Arsenate of lead was sprinkled freely 
on the lawns and the grass was cut 
short in an effort to check the advancc 
of the worms. 


Herman Hornig, city entomologist 
offered the comforting assurance thai. 
the worms would soon disappear. Rp 
said they were full grown and that 
a few days they would begin to re 
enter the earth. 
v 
According to reports from upstate 
millions of army worms have invade J 
the Wyoming valley and are doinc 
much damage to lawns, trees, shrub 
bery, flowers and crops. Hundreds of 
lawns in Wilkes-Barre were destroyed 
Property owners have appealed to the 
city officials for aid in fighting the 
peats. 
C. L. Seybold, superintendent 
of parks, has taken charge of the 
fight against the Invaders. 


Fanners In York county are suffer 
lag from an invasion of the worms 
fliiu 'T acres of crops have been strip 
pad and the farmers are bending ev 
•rjr effort to drive out the destroyers. 
The worms reached York a week age 
jmd laid waste lawns, shrubbery and 
gardens.

The 
worms fall Into the trenches by thi 
thousands, and a heavy log is dragged 
by a horse through the furrows twice 
a day to crush the invaders.

A num 
her of pdf>ple have turned their chick 
m s loose in yards where the worm* 
appeared. A few made the mistake o1 
doing this after the spraying of the
